GERMANY’S CHRISTMAS TREE 


The reason for the universal use 
of a Christmas tree in Germany is 
connected with the conversion of the 
country by the British St.» Winfred, 
who challenged by idolaters,, cut 
down ‘an"aneiént oak which had be- 
comé an object of worship. Behind 
it after its fall was disclosed a 
young fir tree, and h ethen address- 
ed the Christian converts who were 
standing around him in this manner 

‘‘This little tree, a young child of 
the forest, shall be your holy tree 


tonight. It is the wood of peace, 
for your houses are built of the 
fir. It is the sign of an endless life; 


for its leaves are ever green. See 
how it points upward toward heaven. 
Let this be called the tree of the 
Christ-child. Gather about it, not 
in the wildwood, but in your own 
homes. There it will shelter no 
deeds of blood, but living rites of 
kindness.” 


FIXING THE DATE OF 
CHRISTMAS 

The arly Christian churches used 
to celebrate the birthday of Christ, 
some in January, others in April 
and May. December being the rainy 
season in Palestine, it is unlikely 
that the shepherds.would be watch- 
ing their flocks by night in that 
month. It may be that one of the 
later dates was much nearer the 
actual birthday of Christ. But as 
Christianity grew, its leaders, wise 
in their generation, chose for their 
great festival of the nativity a date 
which coincided with the heathen 
festivals, The festival of the winter 
solstice was the chief. By then the 
last leaf had fallen fro mthe decid- 
uous trees. It was the turning point 
between decay and the beginning of 
the new life of spring. Perhaps it 
was because evergreens, like hollies 
and pines, do not shed their leaves, 
but symbolize the continuity of life 
of nature that they have «always 
played a great part in the ceremon- 
ies of the winter solstice.

FAMOUS CHRISTMAS 
PICTURES 
Some of the world’s most famous 
pictures have dealt with scenes in- 
separably connected with the  na- 
tivity of Christ. 

Deep under the Eternal City, in 
those strange tunnels where Christ- 
iang sheltered from the persecutions 
of the Roman émperors, you can 
still see upon the walls rude paint- 
ings of the Christ-child made fully 
eighteen centuries ago. 

Bven those are not the earliest of 
such pictures, for St. Luké himself 
is believed to have made a represen- 
tation of hte Virgin and Child. No 
other subject has so greatly en- 
gaged the attention of artists, and 
such pictures must be numbered, 
not merely by thousands, but by 
tens of thousands.

That great painter 


Cimabue, who was born in 1240, was) 


the first artist to show how wonder- 
ful a picture could be made of the 
infant Christ and his mother.

When finished 
it was taken in solemn procession 
from his studio to the church, the 
crowd shouting with delight when 
it was unveiled.

This 
log was s olarge that it required 
the strength of several men to roll 
it into place. The log wag cut from 
a tree felled at midnight, and was 
to be placed on the hearth during 
midnight mass on Christmas’ eve, 
and was to be lighted b ythe head 
of the family. A_ piece of this 
burning wood was to be laid aside 
to light the next year’s log with, 
while at the same time it wonld 
protect the household during the 
coming year. 


MANY WOMEN TAKE 
OUT HOMESTEADS 


Almost: one-third of the homestead 
lands taken up since July 2, 1931, in 
Alberta, under the new provincial 
government regulationg have been 
obtained by women. When Alberta 
took over its own lands, the regu- 
lations covering homestead lands 
were changed to provide for a 
three-years’. residence in the prov- 
ince before entry for homesteads 
could b emade, and also to permit 
women, whether married, single, or 
widows, to take up land, As a re- 
sult, the number taken by women 
since then has been 2,292, compared 
with 5,012 taken by men.
